The Pearl River 


‘The Anglo-Japanese agreement for relaxing) 
the restrictions on the Pearl River may not 
Jeonstitute formal re-opening of the river to 
navigation “by ‘Third Power vescols but it is a 
step in the right direction and will be ap- 
preciated by Hongkong business circles. Under 
the arrangement, a Japanese ship will sail be- 
tween Hongkong and Canton weekly and one 
British ship will make the trip every fortnight. 
[As Lord Strabolg! pointed out in the House of 
Lords on Wednesday, the Pearl River is of 
[supreme importance to Hongkong and remained 
fopen to British trade under the Anglo-Chineso 
Treaty. of 1842 until October 12 last when it 
was closed by the Chinese. A protest was im~ 
mediately made to the Chinese authorities but 
since the Japanese occupation of the Canton 
faclta it has remained firmly closed. ‘The status 
lof the Pearl River is different to that of the 
Yangtze River for while the. Yangtze has been 
more broadly international as a waterway the 
Pearl River, through the contiguity of Hong- 
kong to Canton, has been predominantly Bri- 
tish in regard to trade, and its closure profoundly 
Jaffects ‘Hongkong. The agreement is at least 
slight concession to this viewpoint. More sign 
fAcant and perhaps the basis of much hope to 
lwards the restoration of normsl conditions on 
the Pearl River lies in the fact that after a 
period of months during which Japanese ship- 
ping ignored Hongkong as a port Japanese 
ships are resuming their calls and, reciprocal 
facilities, therefore, form a strong’ bargaining 
point for further concessions although the Brit- 
sh’ Government by no means surrenders its 
rights under the Anglo-Chinese Treaty to the 
military necessities claimed by the Japanese. 
fin the meantime, the Yangtze remains closed 
fand although the front line is stated to be half- 
fway between Hankow and fchang, as far as the 
river is concerned, Kisngyin boom is the limit 
fof navigation by non-Japanese vessels and there 
fare no indications of any olteration of this 
condition.

While the 
English-language newspapers published full a 
count of the bombing, the Chinese newspapers 
were not permitted to “publish a word. On 
the other hand, the Government permitted the 
reports af the bombing to be circulated by 
hundreds of Chinese who rushed for safety to 
lother parts of the Colony and gave their own 
felaborated versions of the incident. What pur- 
pase there is in such extraordinary conduct is: 
to be sought in the recesses of the official mind, 
but it must cause people eritical of Japanese 
efforts in censorship and stifling of news to 
pause and wonder.

More Aid for China? 
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British Naval Increase 
All-important though it was for Great Britain 


*|{to increase her naval strength during the Great 


War, in no single year of tho hostilities was a 
sreater tonnage of war ships Taunched than 
will be the case in the present year, This in- 
icates that, despite modern military develop- 
ments in the air, the British Government still 
considers the navy to be the decisive factor in 
warfare—an opinion shared by experts In many. 
countries. At the present time 600,000 tons of 
vessels for the British navy is under constric- 
tion, Five battleships of what is known as the 
King George V type will be lounched, probably 
during the next six months. They will all be 
35,000-tonners, mounted with 14-inch guns and 
21-inch torpedo-tubes. They will be fast ships 
heavily armed against alr attack, Five now 
aireraft carriers will be put into commission, 
exch of 23,000 tons and carrying fifty aeroplanes. 
Five large and seven small cruisers, eleven 
destroyers and nine submarines will take the 
0a, all the latter being of a large type. Altogether 
the present strength will be augmented dur- 
ing the year with 45 new vessels, not including 
small auxiliary craft, A’ number of important 
vessels for subsequent commissioning will ro- 
‘main on the stocks, among them two battleships 
‘of 40,000 tons cach. ‘Towards the end of 
February the navy cstimates for the present 
year will be published, and it is known that a 
Turther considerable expansion will be provided 
for, “including new battleships, cruisers and 
destroyers. Great Britain Intends to maintain 
Iner sea supremacy. 














Frank Statement 


At the annual dinner recently held in London 
by the German Chamber of Commerce, in- 
teresting references were made to’ the 
trade relationship between Great Britain and 
Germany. One of the guest of the evening, 
Dr. Wichi of the German Foreign Ofee, made 
2 speech evidently intended to meet tho’ grow~ 
Ing’ criticism of what is mildly described 
‘as “unfair competition” on the part of 
Germany, and slated that Germany's trade 
policy had been forced on her by creditor 
states. In reply, one of the British guests, Mr, 
R. S, Hudson, Secretary of the Department of 
‘Overseas Trade, gave @ lucid summary of the 
position seen from the British point of view, 
Geclaring frankly that Germany's economie ills 
fare due “primarily to the intense development 
fof the internal market under stress of arma- 
ments demands.” Quoting facts and, fgures, 
Mr. Hudson showed that it is possible for each 
of two competing countries to increase its 
fexport trade without detriment to the other, as 
was Indeed the case of Britain and Germany 
before the Great War, and declared that Great 
Britain intends to maintain her export trade at 
all costs. Informed opinion will agree that the 
fonly road to general trade prosperity lies in the 
irection of an easing of the European tension 
‘nd a restoration of international confidence. 
‘Alluding to Great Britain's peace efforts, and 
believing that the great masses of the neople 
both here and in other countries support. such 
a. policy, Mr, Hudson suggested that Britain 














was now entitled to “‘some gesture in return.”

North China Trade 
To Be Controlled 


Peiping, Mar. 2. 

‘The “Provisional " Government” 
today ofeially announced that im. 
ports and exporis in North China 
Will” be controlled from March 11, 
when “exports of specified products. 
‘will only be authorized by the Cus- 
toms on production of an’ “exchange 
selling certificate” showing that the 
necessary exchange at the rate of 
Yd has been sold to the “Federal 
Reserve Bank.”

"The controlled merchandise com- 
prises eggs, egg products, walnuts, 
groundnuts, groundnut oil, tobacco 
Teaf, vermicelli, coal, woollen carpets, 
cotton carpets, straw, bread and salt. 
Cotton is not included, but this 
‘commodity is, at present, controlled 
under the Japanese regulations,

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Shanghai Lawyers Must 
Register with Nanking 


: ‘Shanghal, Mar. 6. 

Chinese lawyers in Shanghal have 
ecome a bone of contention between 
the Chinese Natlonal Government in 
Chungking and the new Nanking 
regime, Chinese reports stated yester- 


day. 

"According to ‘the reports, the new 
‘administration at Nanking has de~ 
‘ded to register all Chinese lawyers, 
practising in Shanghai and each one 
‘of them has been ‘notified that he 
must register with the new regime 
‘within a stipulated period. ‘The re- 
ports add that the majority of the 
Chinese Jawyers th Shanghai will 
rnot register ‘with the Nanking ad~ 
ministration. 

‘Meanwhile the Ministry of Justice 
at Chungking Is reported to have 
sent representatives to report on the 
activities of various lawyers with 
offices in the interior, who have 
become officials of the new pro 
Japanese regimes, and to have them 
Gismissed from further practise. 

‘The Ministry has ordered the 
Shanghai Bar Association to leave 
out the names of 16 Chinese Jawyers, 
who have participated in | various 
ways inthe new regimes established 
by the Japanese, several of them 
being former Shanghai lawyers who 
are now occupying high positions in 
the Nanking regime. 





Peace Hospital for 


‘Shansi 
Chungking, Mar. 5. 

Arrangements for the establishment 
of a “Peace Hospital” in Southern 
Shansi Province are nearing com- 
pletion, according to Chinese reports 
reeeived here today, ‘The premises 
of a former foreign missionary hos- 
pital will be used, 

‘The proposal for such an establish- 
ment, designed to take care of wound- 
/ed Chinese soldiers and refugees, was 
made recently by the International 
‘Anti-Aggression League, The monthly 
budget of the hospital, it is estimated, 
will total, £686, 

Altholigh the Chinese Red Cross 
will donate to the cause, a large part 
of the expenses will be met by for-

March 1. 
“Breathes there the man with soul so dend 
who never to himself hath cold This is my 
own, my native land.” 

Scott's familiar lines serve to recall that. 
love of country expressing itself nobly, 
‘especially the nostalgia of the wanderer even 
though his exile be voluntary, is one of the 
most poignant and universal of human emo- 
tions. ‘Today the Welsh community in 
Shanghai in common with their fellow coun- 
trymen the world over express thelr love of 
the land of their fathers in the celebration 
of their patron saint—David. Saint David 
belonged to the sixth century A. D. the same 
period as King Arthur, when the Cymry were: 
fighting to prescrve their country against the 
invasions of the Angles and Saxons after the 
withdrawal of the Roman legions. While the 
struggle for political unity found its expres 
sion in the romances of Arthur, St. David, 
who is historically known as a great theolo- 
gian and national leader, built his church 
Where the cliffs of Western Wales look over 
the seas to Ireland and represents the triumph 
‘of the Celtie Church which had_ fostered 
Christianity in the country two centuries be~ 
fore the coming of St. Augustine to convert 
the Angle-land that had once been Britain. 
Ils two traditional champions Arthur and 
David are symbolical of the two-fold deve- 
lopment of Wales. In its national intensity 
it has maintained its ancient tongue as the liv- 
ing language of the country today, while its 
widespread love of music and poetry and 
zeal for learning and religious fervour are 
responsible for the establishment of an 
Eisteddfod, Welsh choirs, Welsh newspapers 
and Welsh Churches in every country where 
the Welsh have settled, even in inhospitable 
Patagonia and among the modern and prac- 
tical organs of opinion in the United States. 
‘At the same time the adventurous spirit and 
the imagination of its people have contributed 
very materially to the building of the British 
Empire, although historians have not applied 
their principles of national recognition as 
adequately to Wales as they have to England 
‘Scotland and Ireland. 





‘There is an unfortunate tendency to assume 
that Wales went to sleep after the Edwardian 
wars and did not wake again till the revival 
of the 18th and the 19th centuries, and did 
not produce men of note till the Empire 
entrusted its fortunes in a dark hour of its 
history to the care of a Welsh Prime Min.s- 
ter—Mr. Lloyd George. From Cressy and 
Agincourt where the Welsh archers won 
victories for England to the present day the 
levies and requirements of Wales have done 
their duty. Henry VII, a Welshman leading 
ja Welsh army, founded the Tudor dynasty’ 
| with which the Welsh ceased to be rebels, and. 
entered heartily into the new life of the 
period from its great advisers like the Cecils, 
Clough and Archbishop Williams to its litera 
ture and even piracy. Wales shared fully 
the boundless hopes and adventurous spirit! 
of England during the Elizabethan age. 
‘Thomas Morgan led the volunteers from 
Britain to the Low Countries to help William | 
the Silent in that home of European liberty. 
Roger Williams the companion of Humphrey’ 
Gilbert fought for the Dutch in the Nether- 
lands and led the cavalry that was to oppose 
the Spaniards landed by the Armada. The] 
most celebrated of all the buccaneers Henry 
‘Morgan, was a yeoman farmer of Llanrhymny 
in Glamorganshire. Many of the adven- 
turers of the time who sailed from Bristol 
and the Severn were Welsh and one of the 
most remarkable was Captain Bartholomew 
Roberts of Haverfordwest in Pembrokeshire 
who scemed to attain most nearly to the 
popular pirate of fiction except in the fact| 
of being almost the only recorded tectotaller 
Known to the fraternity. While the Welsh 
fought for Charles I in the Civil War Crom- 
well who was of Welsh descent and some of 
his fellow countrymen who signed the death 
warrant of Charles initiated the Reformation 
which ultimately converted Wales to Pro- 
testantism and a severe Puritanism. 

‘A Cymric contribution to the larger move~ 
‘ments of the World was made in the Declara- 
tion of Independence whose author Thomas 
Jefferson from the mountains of Snowdon 
‘crowned the discoveries of Prince Modog who 
the Welsh claim sailed westwards with his 
flect and discovered America two centuries 
before Columbus. While in the realm of 
literature its best and strongest thought has 
been given to its native poetry, Wales has| 
given England thoughts that have not been 
forgotten from Shakespeare who came from 
the Welsh marches to George Herbert and 
Henry Vaughan and from John Dyer to 
William Morris. In the development of 
British art it is represented by Richard 
Wilson, John Gibson, Burne Jones and Frank 
Brangwyn. Wales today plays its full part 
with its sister countries of the British Isles. 
The old period of antagonism between Wales 
and England is happily ended. Still in its! 
intense conservatism, Wales preserves. its| 
culture and its customs. Never has the Welsh 
tongue so flourished as a literary language as 
today or become so widely spoken amongst 
all classes in Wales and abroad. It has been 
asked, whether the maintenance of a national’ 
language and national aspirations in a corner’ 
of the British Isles can be inimical to the 
strength and unity of the whole. Are excel~ 
Tence and progress in the present civilization 
to be looked for in the elimination rather than 
the development of special types of excel- 
Ience? Does the growth of local or national 
patriotism imply the slighest disloyalty to the 
Crown or disruption in the Empire or is it 
antagonistic in any way to the larger federa~ 
tion of the British Imperial Union? The living] 
fact of the British Empire gives the lie to 
‘any such doubts as these. ‘The British Empire 
must be the house of many mansions in which 
there shall be room for each and all to develop 
to the fullest his personal and his national 
contribution 10 the common and united 
welfare and strength of an indivisible whole. 
‘The history of the past gives many in~ 
structive examples of the strength and 
importance of developing local and national 
life, Happy the Great Power which in the 
hour of peril, and not only in the hour of 
peril but in ‘the long years of strain and 
rivalry such as those which the world is pass~ 
ing through in the present day, can rely not 
‘only upon the life and opinion of the capital, 
but upon the new and perennial springs of 
energy and vitality which rise in all parts of 
the land. Happy indeed will be the Great 
Power which can achieve the necessary 
centralization of a modern scientifle State 
without starving or stifling the fullest 
development of national and local life. 





- CHUNGKING’S DUTY 
March 2. 


Now that the situation concerning - the 
Japanese demands on the Shanghai Munici~ 
pal Council has been clarified by the exclu~ 
sive message to the “North-China Daily! 
News” from its correspondent in Tokyo, it] 
‘appears that the situation was not 'so| 
‘bad as, in the absence of information, it was 
generally feared it would be. In this con 
nection it may not be out of place to refer 
to the atmosphere created in Japan, by what 
‘appears to have been a complete misunder~ 
standing of the case. While the Japanese 
[have undoubtedly had in mind the various 
murders which have taken place of men 
who have sought to establish some sort of] 
government in the areas occupied by the 
‘Japanese, the culminating case which 50) 





‘deeply affected opinion in Japan was that of 


/ 


the killing of Mr. Chen Lu, Foreign Minister| 
to the Nanking Government. Not only in 
the Japanese press, but also in the Dict 
itself was the statement frequently made 
‘that this particular murder was perpetrated 
‘within the confines of the International 
Settlement. ‘Thus on February 21, Mr. 
‘Tanizo Koyama in the course of an inter- 
pellation said in part:— 

In the name of the people, the House of 
Representatives expresses the decpest con-| 
dolences over the murder of Mr. Chen Lu, 
foreign affairs director of the Nanking Reno- 
vation Government in the Shanghai Interna- 
tonal Settlement on Sunday......We cannot 
pass over lightly this dastardly murder in the 
Yery heart of the International Settlement. 

Nowhere does it appear that, in the course| 
of the various replies given on behalf of the 
Government, this wrong impression was 
jcorrected, for it is a well-known fact that] 
far from ‘this murder having been committed 
in the heart of the Settlement, it was per- 
petrated ina house off an alley in  terri- 
tory controlled by the City Government of 
Greater Shanghal. ‘That very serious mis- 
conception of the facts of this particular| 
case, which undoubtedly precipitated Japanese 
agitation, appears to have been responsible 
for much of the “shouting and tumult” of 
the last few days, but it is also to be assumed 
that official realization of the real truth 
ultimately brought about moderation of 
the Japanese attitude. 

‘On the question of any campaign of ter- 
rorism being carried on within the foreign 
fareas as bases there cannot be the sfightest| 
‘difference of opinion amongst right-thinking| 
people. It ought to be stopped. It should 
be put to an end by orders of the Chinese 
Government, and Generalissimo Chiang Kai 
shek would ‘be doing himself, and his fellow 
nationals at present in the shelter of the 
International Settlement, and the French 
Concession a great service if he were to issue 
fan order condemning what has already 
happened, and ordering the discontinuance 
of any further assassination campaign. The 
Ieading article appearing in the Chinese 
newspaper, published in Chungking, the 
“China Times," seeking to defend this cam- 
paign of terrorism, and endowing it with all] 
‘the excellent qualities of patriotism is great-| 
ly to be regretted. The campaign, and the 
farticle which thus supports it constitutes a 
most grievous betrayal of the best interests 
of the foreign inhabitants of the areas in 
question, and the millions of Chinese who seck 
refuge within them from the horrors of war. 
To advance patriotism as a reason for the| 
perpetration of crimes is as cowardly as they 
fare futile, as futile as they are worthless 
from a military point of view is to seek to 
hide behind a praiseworthy facade of proceed-_ 
ings which can only be described as vile, 
and most certainly not in consonance with. 
‘the dignity with which up to now China 
has borne her afflictions. As has been 
pointed out on many previous occasions the 
taking of temporary office by responsible 
[Chinese for the purpose of passing between 
the inarticulate masses and the Japanese 
forces which, when all is said and done, do 
[control substantial areas of China, need ‘not 
necessarily be an unpatriotic act. It may,| 
fas it has proved to be elsewhere in the| 
‘world, a step indicative of the highest form 
lof patriotism, requiring a sound knowledge 
‘of what is right, and high courage to do it, 
To suggest for one moment that many of 
these men who have fallen were actuated 
solely by unworthy motives, is to suggest 
that they have been stupid enough to hazard| 
thelr very lives for some personal gain 
Jwhich could never be worth the price they 
might be called upon to pay. 

Leaving that aspect of the case, there is 
lanother which is of equal importance. It 
was a matter of complaint by the Japanese,| 
that, in the Chinese resistance around Shang-| 
nal," the fact that one of their wings rested 
lon ‘the foreign areas gave them an un- 
naturally strong advantage. ‘Tha: is offset| 
by the fact that the Japanese were similarly 
placed. It was inevitable if the neutrality 
of the foreign areas were to be maintained. 
‘That situation has passed away. The ques- 
tion now arising is as to whether that neu- 
trality which strengthened the positions of 
both parties over a year ago should now be 
abandoned in order to permit the Chinese 
assassins to use the Settlement and the 
Concession as a base for irregular hostilities 
against the Japanese and the Chinese whu 
seek to govern under their aegis. It is 
highly objectionable that the Chinese should) 
[seek now by these acts of terrorism to des- 
troy that neutrality of which they were only 
too willing to avail themselves when it came| 
to the fighting around Shanghai, and if the| 
Jpolice of both areas had not ‘done their 
lutmost to prevent this being done—and 
there is not the slightest doubt that they 
have exerted every effort—they would have 
‘been failing in their duty. That they will 
continue to combat this campaign of ter- 
rorism is only to be expected, for it is only 
in the complete insistence of neutrality that 
the safety and comfort of the residents of 
this port can be assured. ‘That was some- 
thing upon which the Chinese themselves 
insisted during the carly days of the 
hostilities, and it should be no part of their| 
policy now to seek to destroy it, If indeed. 
‘they should persist in this evil course, then’ 
it might be necessary for the Powers con- 























the foreign areas must be protected at alt 
costs, and if in the past history of the port 
precedents can be found for putting into 
effect a more realistic view there should bo 
no surprise if eventually that line of action 
is adopted. There must be as much protec 
tion against the Chinese as against the 
Japanese which the former have on occasion 
0 strongly demanded, In that and in that 
alone can proper justice be done to the 
foreign areas of Shanghai, and in this respect 
the Chinese Government’ bears a very real 
‘and onerous responsibility. 








SECRECY AND SILENCE 


March 3. 

One of the interesting features of the 
special telephonic message, which the "North= 
China Daily News” received from its corres 
ppondent in Tokyo on Tuesday, was the fact 
hat while in Shanghai the ‘conversations, 
‘which were proceeding between the Shanghai 
‘Municipal Couneil and the Japanese authori- 
ties regarding the campaign of terrorism, 
‘were shrouded in a wholly inexplicable 
mystery, the facts were generally known in 
Tokyo. ‘Indeed the correspondent expressed 
some surprise that such a request for in~ 
formation should have come from Shanghai 
considering the complete absence of secrecy 
over the “matter ‘which “was apparent in 
Tokyo. It is readily admitted that there are 
times when some degree of reticence is 
necessary in the conduct of negotiations be= 
tween important bodies, and the point can 
be conceded that even at certain stages dur- 
{ng these conversations the public. interests 
wore best served by adopting a similar line 
of procedure. But if the earlier forecasts of 
the contents of the first Japanese message to 
the Shanghai Municipal ‘Council, which a 
‘peared in Japanese papers, were correct the 
situation was of such seriousness that those 
ultimately most closely concerned in the out= 
come should not have been left in ignorance 
of what were the potentialities of the situa~ 
tion, If they were incorreet, and at any rate 
there seems to have been some considerable 
difference between the first Japanese Note 
and the second,—though this is admitted to 
bo purely a matter of inference,—it would 
surely have been the wisest course to have 
issued some statement calculated to relieve the 
very widespread anxiety which was felt in 
Shanghal, On the other hand if there were 
some. agreement to maintain secrecy in 
Shanghal between the two parties to. the 
negotiations it is somewhat diMult to under= 
stand why that same arrangement was not 
‘made to apply also in Japan, for it has now 
‘been proved that local newspapers follod in 
‘thelr endeavours to inform the local public 
‘of what is going on, may by application to 
sources elsewhere obtain that very informa 
ion which it is sought to suppress in 
Shanghai. 

‘These reticences seem to be establishing 
precedents for all sorts of additional secrecies, 
‘Thus itis announced by the Nanking Govern- 
iment that in view of the situation prevailing 
a “silent war" has been declared upon the 
International Settlement of Shanghai, the 
French Concession and British and French 
shipping as being extensions of the foreign 
‘areas involved, while in ‘Tientsin to the virtual 
cutting off of the British and French Conces- 
sions from the rest of the elty suggests just 
the same sort of procedure, without, perhaps, 
quite the same degree of silence and secrecy. 
Exactly what a “silent war" js has yet to be 
seen. “If it merely means that the Nanking 
Government is not to be on speaking terms 
‘with the administrations of the foreign areas, 
it may be pointed out that this state of 
affairs in the absence of the recognition of 
the governments established in Nanking and 
[Peiping by any Power atallnot excluding Sapan 
already exists, While Japan, however, has not 
up to the present recognized either of these 
‘governments, the complete dominance which it 
‘exercises over both of them probably relieves 
them of the necessity of performing that 
formality, If “silent wat" means that the 
Nanking Government contemplates taking 
reprisals within the foreign areas against. the 
terrorists who have boon operating both 
within and without them, then it may rest 
assured that the authorities responsible for 
the maintenance of peace and order within 
both areas will deal with both warring parties 
with just the same dogree of impartiality as 
‘hat with which they have acted in the past. 
So far as the shipping of Great Britain, and 
France is concerned in these waters, “silent 

‘may mean a continuance and even 
tightening of the diserimination which has 
been shown against vessels of both nationali- 
ties ever since the commencement of hostili- 
ties, and to seek to avail themselves of the 
present stale of affairs inorder to justify 
Dractices which have prevailed ever since the 
Japanese secured control of the North China 
Ports is to produce an ex post facto excuse 
‘which ean carry no conviction and is actually 
erisory in its application, It will be time 
enough for the Nanking Governinent to” talk 
of war, silent or otherwise when it is in pos- 
session of that sovereignty whlch can. be 
recognized, and it may rest assured that much, 
time will Have to elapse before that ean come 
about, 

‘What with silent and undeclared wars, 
seerecies which are only partial and all the 

















Jcerned to take a more realistic view of the! 
situation thus created. The inviolability of 
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rest of the quaint nomenclature which the 
China Incident has called into being, — “in 
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sincerity" merely means failure to| 
agree with, and “Iack of appreciation” which’ 
is but another form of the first named,— 
history in the making is loading dictionaties| 
with new meanings for old words. Insin« 
serity, for example, has still another mean- 
ing,—failure to do everything which Japan 
demands, — thus adding but another con- 
notation to a word which, getting on for two 
years, has been sadly overworked both in| 
Journalese, and the language of diplomacy. 
Scerecy may in certain circumstances mercly| 
mean a species of local reticence, the with 
holding of information locally which seems 
to be freely available elsewhere, the doctrine| 
supporting the practice being that it is 
probably just as well that the patient should 
not know beforchand what is likely to 
happen to him. In the case of certain ne- 
gotiations, that may bea good thing as provid- 
ing a situation from which one or other of 
the negotiators may be able to recede without 
too much loss of dignity, but it is question- 
able whether that advantage completely out-| 
weighs the disservice done to the community 
by increasing the anxiety which must arise 
from a state of ignorance in circumstances 
such as these, ‘There is still another danger. 
‘The preservation of an _ authoritarian| 
silence in such times not only clears the 
ground for the propagation of the wildest 
of rumours but actually fertilizes it, as wit-| 
ness what has happened during the past week| 
or so. It is fully recognized that there are| 
times when secrecy is imperative, but what] 
sort of secrecy is it when all that is neces- 
sary is for a newspaper to apply to its Tokyo| 
correspondent for information to lighten the| 
darkness. which it was sought to. maintain 
in Shanghai? Many people will believe not| 
much, and in believing so they will in all 
probability be not far from the truth, 











THE NEW POPE 
March 4. 


‘The decision of the Conclave of Cardinals} 
to elect Cardinal Pacelli as suecessor to the 
late Pope Pius XI, despite the fact that it] 
has given rise to heartburnings in some coun-| 
tries, was probably the wisest course to take! 
in view of all the circumstances. Cardinal] 
Pacelli, Papal Foreign Secretary under his: 
predecessor, has acquired a deep insight into| 
the relations between the Vatican and the| 
various States of the world, and while he| 
may not be particularly popular in Germany, 
where the Press seems to resent his election, 
other nations will approve of the proferment 
of a man even though he may be dubbed, as| 
he has beon by the German Press, a ‘pro-| 
fessional politician.” It is by no means certain, 
that a man solely a cleric would have been 
the best choice in view of the international] 
situation, Cardinal Pacelli, it was believed! 
etore the Conclave entered into session, was} 
8 good prospect for the Papacy, especiaily if 
the Conclave were likely to arrive at their 
decision in an early ballot, and it was readily’ 
conceded that while in such circumstances | 
he stood a very good chance, there was al- 
ways. the possibility that agreement would! 
be diMeult of attainment, in which event 
there was every likelihood of a compromise 
candidate being selected. ‘That has happened| 
quite frequently in the past, and if Cardinal 
Pacelli had failed to secure the requisite num- 
ber of votes in an early ballot, he might again’ 
have proved the correctness of the old 
adaye to’the effect that the man who enters: 
the Conclave as a Pope comes out as a car= 
dinal, His election has been welcomed in’ 
practically every country in the world, with’ 
particular satisfaction in the democracies, and| 
only in the case of Germany with any’ real 
degree of dissatisfaction, It is probably as| 
well for the Roman Catholic Church that its 
affairs have now been placed in the hands 
of a man who has been thoroughly grounded| 
in the arts of diplomacy. As an augury for! 
the future development of Papal international 
policy it scems to make cortain that the lines| 
Jaid down by Pope Pius XI, and executed| 
by the man who is now Pope Pius X11, will 
be continued, and that there will be no 
material departure from policies which have 
already been firmly established. 

In this the Conclave has demonstrated its 
wisdom. Pius XI throughout’ his papacy 
maintained an attitude of strict defence of 
the Church's rights and privileges. He did 
not hesitate to condemn political doetrines| 
which he considered at varianee with the 
teaching of the Church, and was quick to 
yesist any endeavours to restrict its activities. 
He does not appear to have been wholly sue- 
cessful in doing that, but he established the 
Church as a power in international politics. 
‘The election of Pius XII is in effect an ex- 
pression of the determination of the College 
of Cardinals to continue a policy which steers 
between the extreme views of Democrats on 
the one hand and totalitarian States on the 
other. It reemphasizes the impartiality of the 
Chureh, and what is of even greater im-| 
portance tacitly endorses the policies which| 

‘ were followed by the late Pope. Thus, in 
providing for a continuity of policy, and tak- 
ing precautions against the possibility of there 
ever being a rapid change, the cardinals have! 
endowed the Church with an even greater 
political strength than it already has, and. 
have perinitted of no misunderstanding’ as to 
their collective position vis-a-vis of certain| 
international developments. No small amount’ 
of anxiety was felt lest the Conclave should 





have elected a man representative of one or| 
other of the principal schools of political 
thought. Had it done so, there was always 
the danger that in the Church itself there 
might have been sown seeds of future schism. 
Indeed the prospect of the Church becoming! 
the warring ground for profane; political 
struggles was one which could only be re- 
garded with the greatest dismay. ‘The eleva~_ 
tion of Cardinal Pacelli removes all possible: 
danger of any such misfortune befalling the 
Church in the near future. ‘That danger may 
have been removed for ever, for it is to be| 
hoped that by the time it becomes necessary 
to select a successor to Pope Pius XII—and 
it is to be hoped that he will have ‘many| 
years to serve in the high position which is| 
‘now his,—the political seene will have changed’ 
to such an extent that present differences} 
will have disappeared. 

Pius XII will have no casy task ahead of| 
‘him. ‘There are outstanding questions which’ 
have to be settled between the Church, and| 
those States which have not seen eye to eye 

ith.it. There are evils which he will desire 
to: see stamped out, and he will be resisted’ 
by men who, no matter what may be thought 
of their political doctrines, at any rate for 
the present have the power to enforce them| 
upon their own people. His reign will see a 
contest between temporal and spiritual 
Power. In it he will not be so weak as mere 
spiritual armament sometimes makes a man| 
or an institution appear, for in the Church he 
wields a moral influence which it is not| 
practical politics to ignore. It has been said’ 
‘of the new Pope that he does not possess 
| gulte the same rugged characteristics which 
marked his predecessor. Whether that is 0} 
‘or not remains to be seen as he conducts the 
affairs of his high office, but this may be 
safely said of him,—there is nothing to sug-| 
gest that there is anything of a quality of 
weakness about him, and very much to in- 
dicate that to firmness of character is added 
all the finesse which education and experience’ 
in the art of diplomacy have endowed him. 
In these respects he is admirably fitted to’ 
steer his Church through the difficult years 
which are still ahead, and in his election 
to be seen a strengthening of the Churc! 
position which might not have been so ap- 
parent had some other Cardinal without his! 
Peculiar experience been appointed in. his! 
stead. And there is still the humanity of 
the man himself to be considered. The pray- 
ers of the faithful and of those’ without his! 
spiritual jurisdiction will accompany him as 
hhe goes through the solemnities which mark 
his elevation. ‘There will be few who will 
fail to understand the heavy burden which is 
thus laid on one man’s shoulders, heavy 
‘enough at all times, but more than’ usually’ 
burdensome in a period such as this. It will 
be the hope of all Christendom that he will 
be spared many years in which to justify 
bby his actions the decision of the Conciave to! 
call him to the ominence he has reached, and | 
to further the prospects of his Chureh, and 
the peace for which it stands. 














SATISFACTORY RESULT 
March 6. 

‘The conversations last week between the 
‘Japanese authorities and the Shanghai Muni~ 
cipal Couneil, with regard to the campaign 
of terrorism and the co-operation required to 
suppress it, fortunately resulted in an agree- 
mont which should prove satisfactory to both 
sides. ‘That judgment has to be arrived at 
fon the facts which have been made public 
by the Japanese in the communiqué which 
they issued on Friday night, and as that has 
not been denied by the Municipal Council, it 
is assumed that it substantially represents 
the real state of affairs. ‘The Japanese com- 
muniqué failed to make it clear, but it is 
nevertheless a fact, that the integrity of the 
municipal police force has been in no way 
impaired, that the Council maintans its full 
Policing ‘rights, and that under the Land 
Regulations there can be no question of 
independent police action in the International 
Settlement except by the Municipal Police, 
while any co-operation with outside forces 
will have to be with the consent of, and 
under arrangement with the Commissioner 
of Police. It is not to be believed for one 
instant that oMcials will ever refuse to co- 
operate in proper cases, for it is obviously 
in the. interests of the International Settle- 
ment, just as much’ as of the Japanese and 
their’ Chinese protégés, that the rule of law 
shall be completely vindicated and enforced 
within its boundaries. In this connection, 
however, it is necessary to point out that 
co-operation ean never be unilateral ; it does 
‘mean the subordination of individual interests 
to the attainment of a common purpose, and 
where that purpose is the eradication of 
terrorism it is imperative that whatever is 
done within the Intertiational Settlement for 
the extermination of the assassin, and the 
general reduction of crime, shall be, parallel- 
ed in the areas just across the boundaries. 
‘There should be no misunderstanding about 
it; the real point at issue is not merely the. 
conditions which are alleged to-exist within 
the foreign areas, but also the general state, 
of crime in the whole of the area outside, but 
contiguous with its borders. 

Since the big raid in the Jessfield area on 
February 22 there seems to have been a 
general improvement in the situation. ‘There 








following that imposing demonstration in| 
what have become so aptly named the 
“badiands," and the extensive erection of 
barbed-wire barricades in many parts of the 
‘Settlement the incidence of crimes of violence 
‘and of assassination has become encouraging- 
ly less. It is not suggested that these two 
measures alone are responsible for the 
betterment in the situation which is now to 
be seen. There is every reason to believe! 
that the Municipal Police were even then 
already gaining upon the terrorist gangs, in 
the same manner as they have eventually 
gained upon any crime wave which has 
‘Started in the Settlement. The initiative in 
matters of this sort always rests with the 
‘criminal, No police in the world can expect 
to be able to thwart crime, and it is only: 
‘when a number of auch offences have been 
‘committed that the authorities can be aware: 
‘of the existence of a new wave. It is then| 
that they can swing info action, and it has 
to be said that throughout the history of the| 
‘Shanghai Municipal Police there has not been 
fone crime wave which has not ultimately been | 
suppressed. It would be idle at the moment | 
to suggest that this latest outbreak has been 
finally dealt with, though it can be said with 
‘comparative safely that at any rate for the’ 
ast eleven days the terrorists have been 
presented with new problems. ‘The action 
of the authorities in erecting barbed-wire 
barricades thereby reducing the avenues of! 
escape to a number more readily controlled 
bby the police has brought about a new set of 
‘conditions which disorderly elements will 
have to study anew before they can decide 
upon their next plan of campaign. Whatever 
they may decide to do in the future, itis clear 
that the precautions, which have already been 
taken, have presented them with an entirely 
new state of affairs and reduced very con- 
siderably their chances of being able to per- 
petrate outrages and “get away with it” It 
would be premature to say that the Police 
have the situation already fully under control, 
Indeed it is believed they would be the last to 
make any such claim, but there is evidence 
‘available to show that it is better in hand. 
now, than it has been at any time during 
the past month or so. 

Present improvements can be bettered only’ 
with the completest co-cperation of the: 
authorities responsible for the maintenance| 
‘of peace and order on the other side of the 
boundary. ‘The passage of unruly elements 
in and out of the Settlement has been placed 
under control by the closing of the alleyways 
leading from external municipal roads to the 
‘areas over which the Couneil has not jurisdic~ 
tion. By that means the difficulties created 
by a conflict of jurisdiction have to a very’ 
Jarge extent been minimized. Thus the’ 
question of the resurgence of crime has been| 
reduced to two problems, probably connected| 
in some of their aspects but requiring treat~ 
ment by two different bodies—the authorities: 
‘on both sides of the border. It should not 
prove impossible, given mutual goodwill and. 
determination, now to destroy this threat to 
the peace of Shanghai. Efforts should not be: 
merely directed towards the extermination 
of the political assassin but towards a general 
improvement in the crime situation, to the! 
restoration of good order and the eradication 
‘of those focii which undoubtedly attract the 
‘attention of the criminal elements. ‘The raids 
which have been carried out in the Settlement | 
during the course of last week, may not have 
been productive of many arrests, but there 
‘can be very little doubt but that they have 
had the effect, of driving the terrorist un- 
derground, if only for the time being. ‘The 
terms of ‘agreement as announced in the! 
Japanese communiqué indicate that avery’ 
realistic view has been taken of the situation. 
‘That is entirely as it should be, and it is) 
necessary that the terrorists should be made 
to realize that the neutrality of the foreign 
areas of Shanghai will be maintained at all’ 
costs. ‘They should form no base for hostile 
‘acts against the Japanese or their protégés, 
and those who are guilty of such should, 
when apprehended be treated in the manner | 
which has been suggested. That is not only 
‘a question which affects the security of the: 
foreign areas, but is a matter of common 
justice. 


VOLITION OR COMPULSION 
March 7. 

The stupendous efforts that Great Britain 
is making to perfect the civil defence of the 
United Kingdom has been amply detailed by 
Sir John Anderson, Lord Privy Seal and 
Minister for Civilian Defence, while the pub- 
lication of the air estimates of almost double 
the figure provided for in 1938 is sufficient 
indication that the other branches of defence 
have not been overlooked. It is one of the 
very minor blessings of the warfare, which 
has been conducted in other parts’ of tho 
‘world, that the peril from the air has been 
duly assessed at its real value, and that there 
has been accumulated a large amount of 
‘experience which has been availed of in 
‘making preparations against possible air 
attacks on Great Britain. It is obvious that, 
but for the bombings in Spain, and China, 
the world at large would have faced a new 
war with much theory as to how the menace 
of the aeroplane was to be met, but with 
little or no practical experience, Neither 





























{instances there have been afforded object lea 
sons which no other nation could afford to 
ignore. The result is of considerable im- 
portance for the perfection of schemes for 
tivilian. defence has beon accelerated in 
Great Britain to such an extent that the 
whole system will now be complete this year 
instead of in 1941 as was originally coniem- 
plated. ‘That has been largely due to the 
eertainty which experiences in Spain have 
supplied, for these have made it possible to 
study the whole subject in the light of the 
knowledge s0 gained, permitting of sounder, 
and. swifter decisions than would otherwise 
be the case. One of the most. interesting 
features of the British scheme is that despite 
the fact that it is based upon voluntary 
effort, the appeal for volunteers has been 
more’ than usually satisfactory. A million 
and a quarter recruits have been secured for 
civilian defence purposes, and there is no 
thing to suggest that the full sum of 1,500,000 
will not be obtained within a very short 
while, Satisfactory increases in the recruit 
ing for the rapidly growing British air arm 
is another satisfactory feature of the means 
whereby Britain is putting herself in the 
best possible posture of defence. 

‘The psychological significance of all. this 
cannot: be over-estimated. ‘There always has 
been in Britain a dislike of compulsion in 
the matter of service to the nation, Con- 
scription was instituted during the Great 
War with the utmost reluctance. ‘There is 
at present the same. dislike of the system, 
though it is worthy of note that in practically 
all parties there are large sections who re- 
cognize that it may become necessary, and 
are prepared to suppott such a step ditectly 
the facts of the situation warrant it, ‘There 
can be little doubt that in the event of a 
serlous threat of war, or the actual embarka- 
tion upon hostilities the passage of the neces= 
sary conscription legislation would be a 
matter of very little dificulty. The voluntary 
response to the Government's appeal for 
civilian defence’ is of importance as clearly 
demonstrating how completely alive large 
sections of the British people are to the 
dangers which may threaten them, and thelt 
readiness to engage in such studies as will 
render them efficient in the event, of the 
disaster of war over coming about. ‘The ox- 
istence of substantial numbers of men and 
women, adequately. trained to meet the 
‘emergencies of war, will be a most important 
factor in dealing with the situation which 
must arise in the event of hostile alr-ralds 
over Britain, Large masses of populotion 
‘adequately Jeavened with people thoroughly 
acquainted with the dangers of the situa~ 
tion, and the best means of meeting. them, 
will’ undoubtedly better stand the shock of 
aerial bombardment than people bereft of 
that leadership which superior knowledge ean 
undoubtedly give. By such means the people 
are better fitted to withstand the initial shock 
‘of enemy air-raids, and when once that 
initial shock has been passed, the history of 
the past few years has shown that even 
the ill-informed meet subsequent attacks with 
greater fortitude, and less panic, 

Humanity has proved under severo trial 
that it can, and does rise superior to the 
terrors of the machine. ‘The process will be 
even auicker under the leadership which is 
provided by the arrangements of the Civilian 
Defence Scheme which is thus in itself one of 
the best answers to the still widely held 
theory that it is possible to deal a swift 
‘knock-out blow, and end a war practically 
before it has started. Excellent as the re~ 
sults which have thus far been obtained are 
it does not solve the whole of the problems 
‘which must arise in the event of an outbreak 
of war, ‘The point of view is being gradually 
accepted that in certain events it would 
again be necessary to despatch an expedi- 
tionary force to the Continent. That would 
probably be little if any greater than that 
which crossed the English Channel in 1914, 
at least as a commencement, and the con 
‘clusion cannot be escaped that sooner or 
later, and most probably: sooner, conscription 
would have again to be resorted to in order, 
not only to maintain initial strength but to 
add that reinforcement which became 30 
patently necessary as the Groat War pro- 
ceeded, Consequently satisfactory as the re- 
ponse for volunteers has undoubtedly been— 
a direct answer to those who profess to And 
the Briton degenerating —it does not really 
answer the question as to whether it would 
not be wiser.to institute schemes for com- 
pulsory service immediately, or at any rate 
some form of universal training along the 
lines originally proposed by Earl Roberts. 
With the high mechanization of the armies of 
today it is apparent that training will. take 
Jonger than was the case almost a quarter ot 
4 century ago, and in view uf this it seems 
desirable that the men of Great Britain 
shovld at least be acquainted with the rudi- 
ments of military sclence, before the out- 
break of hostilities forees speedy and inten 
sive training, ‘There is also the very great 
possibility thot the knowledge that Britain 
lund resorted to compulsory service might 
play a very important part in international 
polities, for an army in being is much more 
eloquent than one which has yet to be formed. 
Many of the old objections to conscription 
vanish in face of the fact that its no longer 
‘armies that will go to war with each other,

Canadian Domicile 


In view of the fact that, so many  people| 
leaving China eventually settle in Canada, and 
secure Canadian domicile by five years resid- 
fence in the Dominion, the question of how 
‘that domicile ean be retained, in the event of 
Ja" person leaving Canada for any length of 
fimo proves interesting. “The point, however, 
[should be made that the Canadian Immigration 
‘Act upon, which this note is based does not 
apply to those who are Canadian by birth, bu 
jonly to those “who have acquired domicit| 
funder the provisions of the Act. Any citizen of 
Canada who is a British subject by naturaliza- 
tion, or any British subject not born in Canada| 
having Canadian domicile, having resided ovt- 
side Canada for one year shall be presumed to 
fhave lost his Canadian domicile and shall cease 
to. be a Canadian citizen for the purposes of! 
the Act, and his usual place of residence shall 
fue deemed to be his place of domicile during} 
the said year. By a very useful provision what 
(would. seem to bea somewhat. harsh enact- 
ment is adequately modified by the stipulation 
that domicile can be preserved by the produc- 
tion of a certifeate of any British diplomatic oF 
Jconsular officer to. the effect that. such person 
Jappeared ‘before him before the expiry of the: 
period of one year and satisted him of a 
Feasonable intention to retain is Canadian 
domicile, though this does not appear to be 
necessary in cerlain cases under a recent

About the year 1760 when national finances 
lwere placed on a business-like basis, the British|

fa favourable or unfavourable reminder of his 
ability to pay. Next month, Sir John Simon, 
Chancellor of ‘the Exchequer, will introduce 
budget of unprecedented size for peace time, 
It will total about £1,250,000,000 and as he ia 
authorized to raise £390,000,000 under the De- 
fence Loans Aet, the amount the taxpayer will 
Ihave to meet is’ about £900,000,000. Neverthe- 
Ness, the ‘country has to shoulder the burden 
which ‘has been made heavier by. defence 
necessities ereated by world-wide rearmament 
‘As a matter of fact, defence estimates including 
‘expenditure on the navy, army, air foree and 
sivil defence will amount. to £580,000,000, 
which greatly exceeds elvil expenditure but In 
these difficult times peace is at a discount and 
‘the taxpayer must furnish the funds to meet 
‘the new tempo of armaments. ‘The Increase in 
Britain's budgetary requirements sinco the be: 
ginning of this century has been extraordinary, 
The budrot for 1908-4 was £154,000,000.. By 
1914-18, the outbreak of the Great War, it was 
£200,000,000 which showed a handsome’ surplus 
fof revenue over expenditure but with supple- 
mentary estimates connected with the war the 
total estimated expenditure was £609,000,000. 
‘The war tested British financial resources and 
the record expenditure was during 1918-19 when 
‘the ‘ordinary budget stood at £042,000,000 but 
‘with supplementary estimates reached the 
colossal {otal of  £2,077,000,000. Even In the 
[year 1919-20 when the war was over but es 
{ablishments had to be maintained and com= 
mitments met the budget and supplementary 
estimates totalled £1,073,000,000 and in 1920-21 
the figure was £1,271,000,000, This latter figure, 
however, was £75,000,000 less than estimated. 
Sir John Simon's new budget is six times the 
size of tho 1914 total but as the well-known

The Olive Branch? 


‘Tho debate in the House of Commons on the 
subject of the British recognition of General 
Franco's rogime in Spain is remarkable for two 
things. One is the bitter personal attack which 
‘was made upon the Prime Minister by Mz. C.R. 
JAitice, Leader of the Opposition, and the other 
is the fact that Mr, Anthony Eden spoke in 
favour of Mr. Chamberlain's action. Mr. At. 
tlee's outburst was such as to call for a protest 
from Mx. Chamberlain, and on the face of the 
reports seems to have been entirely unwarrante 
fed, and something in the nature of a departure 
from the custom of the House. Mr. Eden's sup.

Internal Political Friction

But of course that may not be a 
good argument to some who would 
rather gamble than cat. ‘There is. 
some small income available from the| 
sale of morphine, heroin, opium and 
the sale of small stores of merchandise 
looted by the local “self-government” 
from the homes and shops of civilians 
not yet returned from their fight to 
the country during the hostilities. Ac- 

ing to the report these goods are 
hot “looted”; just appropriated for 
ocal governmental needs.

Assured of the eMcient police ‘ad 
ministration that a certain foreign 
capital would have us believe would 
‘automatically result from the replace | 
ment of the present personnel of the’ 
‘Shanghai Municipal ‘Police by those| 
‘composed of Japancse. 

In. the outports one gains the im- 
pression that the military police, as 
‘a rule, are more mature than the 
members . of the Speeial Service 
Bureaux. The latter are reported to 
'be middie school boys, who have 
without much real experience in 
running thelr own affairs, been sent 
to China to govern and determine 
policies of government in every city 
Jot occupied territory; after the mili- 

operations have been com- 











pleted. 

Mature Chinese members of the 
‘self-governments" find they must 
Jcater to the puerile whims of these 
Afteen-year-old-like school boys. ‘The 
task of finding sufficient mature and 
efficient staff to properly govern all 
loccupied territory is of course im- 
possible; and this, probably more 
than anything else, is defeating Japan~ 
jese purposes of occupying the con- 
Jquered territory and making it pro- 
duce enough to at least pay for its 
‘own governmental expenses. 








Intense Jealoustes 

‘There is a frequent transfer of 
personnel in. these Japanese local 
Jgoverning bodies. ‘This fact, together 
with the intense’ jealousies ' between 
the individual members, make it very 
hard on the Chinese members of the| 
local “self-governments.” They: must 
leater to some one of five departmental 
heads. But they can never be sure 
Jof which one will last longest. And 
it would literally be suicidal to have

‘The second of her name, the Bee

viee until May 1917 and in June of 
that year she was sent to Mesopota-

Distinguished OMeers 

In January 1918 she left for the Far 
East, arriving at the China Station in 
April, having made the voyage {rom 
‘Muscat to Hongkong in three months. 
Arriving at Shanghai in the same 
month, IMS, Bee commenced her 
twenty years’ service up and down the 
Yangtze from that date, 

During his period of service in 
China the Duke of Kent, ‘as Prince 
George, served ‘on the Bee and from 
‘May to’ October 1921 she was convert- 
fed into a flagship, since when many 
distinguished officers have graced her 


‘The Yangtze career of the Bee has 
provided plenty of action for those 
serving aboard her and. many times 
her guns have fired salvoes, not all 
Jor them being during her’ regular 
practices, From 1990" to 1992, during 
which time the Bee spent most of her 
time in the Middle and Siang Rivers 
she opened fire on many oceasions on 
[Communists, who peppered the vessel 
from the banks of the river at a time 
‘when they were creating plenty of 
trouble in these areas 


Ladybird Incident 

During the recent hostilities the Bee 
arrived at Wuhu twenty minutes after 
the now-famous Ladybird incident and 
Jalthough one shell ‘was fired at the 
hip (fortunately it missed Its objec: 
tive) the Bee was saved from a similar 
fate to the Ladybird by the prompt 
action of Capt. G, E. M O'Donnell and 
Lieut.-Col. Lovat Fraser, who at great 
personal risie ran towards the Japan= 
Jese ‘batteries and ordered them to 
feease firing. On the following morn 
fing the Bee carried out rescue work 
Jat the scene where the U.S.S, Panay 
had been sunk, 

‘Unlike other ships of the Royal 
Navy which have been sold to private 
shipping companies to be used. in 
trade the Admiralty decided that the 
Bee, should not ply along her old 
haunts again without the White Ensign 
Jat her masthead, and today she lies 
at Pootung waiting the first onslaught 
fof the army of shipbreakers who will 
dismantle her completely.

Robbers Steal Dead Constable's Pistol Before} 


Escaping ; Police 


Refrain From Shooting 
‘Shanghai, Mar. 2. 


CHINESE constable of the Shanghai Municipal Police lost his 
life at 11.15 o'clock yesterday morning, when he courageously 


challenged four armed robbers 


just as they were leaving the| 


premises of the An Loh Cotton Weaving Factory, at 34A Brenan 
Road, where they had stolen nearly $2,000 in bank-notes and a| 
bundle of documents, after intimidating the office staff and forcing 
the’accountant to unlock the safe, 

‘When C.P.C, 2067, whose name was Zee Siao-tung, challenged 
the men who were running towards Yu Yuen Road, they opened 
fire, mortally injuring the constable with a shot through an eye. 
It is not known whether the victim had been able to make use 
of his service pistol as the gangsters had the audacity to pause 
and to steal the weapon, before continuing their escape. 


‘Meanwhile, a number of “Ta Tao” 
constables on. duty at their police| 
‘Station some 100 yards north of where 
the C.P.C. was killed, heard the shots 
nd rushed to the verandah on the 
first floor, fring a total of eleven shots, 
jone of which hit thelr targets ho

Many Pistols Seized; 
Arrests Made

Fighting armed crime within the 
Settlement with every means at its 
disposal, the Shanghai Municipal 
Police succeeded in seizing 35 pistols 
‘during the month of February and in 
‘arresting 117 persons in connection 
‘with these seizures. 

All these eases are being In 
vestigated and few if any details are 
available with regard to the progress 
thus far made in this connection, it 
being apparent that some of the 
Weapons have, lengthy " criminal 
histories which have to be gone into 
In full detail before those responsible 
for having the pistols can be brought 
to justice, together with those that 
may be arrested as a result of the 
Investigations. In itself, however, the 
fact that 35 weapons were selzed dur~ 
ing one. month—a record in the 
annals of the Crime Branch of the 
Shanghai Municipal Police—indicates 
to what extent the police has gone 
im curtailing armed erime, and it is 
confidently expected that matiy 
hitherto unsolved robberies will end 
with the punishment of those re-

IN THE RUSSIAN COLONY 


By “Smoy* 


Shanghal, Mar, 1. 

‘On February 29 Russians’ in Shang- 
hal commemorated the first centenary | 
of the death of Count M. M.-Speran-| 
‘sky, one of the most colourful govern- 
imental personages of the 19th century. 
Like many of Russia's prominent ser- 
vants he knew periods of fame and 
Influence, and. periods of ignominy 
and disgrace, although he was in the| 
fend found innocent of all the charges 
brought against him by his enemies| 
and was brought baek to the pinnacle 
of governmental activity. 

‘Speransky came from humble stock. 
‘He was the son of a poor priest, and 
Fecelved his education in a small 
theological seminary. Later he be-_ 
came a teacher, and the private seere- 
tary of Prince Kurakin, In the latter 
capacity he met and became friendly’ 
with a German tutor who was a 
staunch admirer of the French philo- 
Sophy of the 18th century. When 
‘Alexander [ascended the throne of 
the Czar of All the Russias, his talents 
were noticed and he was given a re-| 
sponsible position in, the Ministry of 
Home Afairs, In 1806 the Prime 
‘Minister, Prince Kochubel, fell sick 
‘and the’ duty of making a report to 
the Emperor fell to Speransky. He 
made such an impression on the latter 
thathe was entrusted with drawing 
‘up laws for court reform in the Rus- 
slan Empire. When Alexander 1 met 
Napoleon at Erfurt, Speransky was 
‘one of the former's aides-de-camp, 
and spent whole evenings with him 
in discussion. “Together, a century 
before ‘the outbreake of the Revolux 
tion in 1905, they planned a new Rus- 
sian, Constitution and the formation 
of ‘the Duma (Russian Parliament), 
which if started a hundred years be- 
fore it finally came into being, would 
have saved Russia all that happened 
to it in the years 1905 and 1917, 


Activities Excite Enmity 


‘Speransky’s activities, however, 
excited against him the’ enmity of 
conservative elteles. War with France 
was imminent, He was accused of 
being in touch with Napoleon, and was 
sent to Perm. In 1814, after the War, 
he was pardoned but given the in- 
signifleant post of Governor of Nijni- 
Novgorod. 

In 1819, however, he was raised to| 
the” post of Governor-General of 
Siberia, He carried out sweeping re 
forms in this vast land that at thi 
time stretched from the Ural moun. 
tains ‘to the borders of Manchurl 
‘After the death of Alexander 1, Czar 
‘Nicholas 1 appointed him the head of 
‘@ commission for drawing up a new 
code of laws, He was made member| 
of the State’ Council and was given 
the title of Count. On February 23, 
1639, he died at the age of 60 years— 
man that together with Chancellor 
Bezborodko, Prince Gorchakoft and— 
in our times—Counts Witte and 
Stolipin—is recognized as one of the 
five biggest men ever to take part in 
governing the Russian Empire. 


Jewish Refugees 


‘The continuous inflow of Jews from 

Germany. and Austrla—who are al 
ready several thousand strong in this 
‘clty—is subject for constant discussion 
in the Russian colony. ‘The altitude 
towards these refugees is in general 
a sympathising one, as every adult 
‘Russlan remembers the time when he, 
too, was passing through the hard- 
ships of sudden exile. But mixing 
with this sympathy is a fecling of 
alarm. “How will this inflow of xe 
fugees react on thelr fortunes? AS 
justly pointed out by Mr. Chibunov- 
sky, viee-chairman of the Russian 
Chamber of Commerce, the field for. 
foreign omployment in’ Shanghai is 
limited in the extreme, The addition 
of all these job-seekers will undoubt- 
edly increase—and has already ine 
‘ereased—competition for finding work 
Will swell the ranks of the un- 
employed. Furthermore, it is feared| 
that assignations from’ the charity 
funds will be curtailed, Hardly true 
is the supposition contained in one 
etter to the Editor of the “North- 
China Daily News" that the majority 
of Russians in Shanghal live on 
charity, but if the present charity 
work were lessened it would bo a 
hard blow for the various schools 
‘and orphanages depending on charity 
for thelr existence. It is unlikely 
that Russian watchmen, bodymuards, 
volunteers in Russian detachments of| 
the Settlement and French Concession 
‘and members of the Police will be 
‘affected by this competition, but offce- 
‘workers, small traders, musicians and| 
doctors ‘will feel it keenly even if} 
foreign firms remain equally willing 
to hiro Russian emigres and the new: 
German ones. Russians realize that 
sin the long run Shanghal will profit 
from the inflow of new commercial 
elements containing many specialists| 
like tailors, shoemakers, silver-smiths, 
‘ete, but they also realize that many 
‘among them-—and expecially the un~ 
‘employed—will be faced with keen 
competition.

Russian Language Courses 


In connection with the question of 
starting courses in the Russian tang- 
juage in local municipal schools, 
topic that seems to interest Russian 
parents at present, Mrs. O. P. Dron- 
ikova informs that the question first 
arose in 1996 when Miss T. D. Gustova 
received permission to start groups 
for instruction in Russian in the 
Public and ‘Thomas Hambury School 
Hor Boys, ‘The Municipal authorities 
Jat that time stipulated that these 
classes would not be compulsory and| 
that they would have to be. self- 
supporting as no subsidy would be 
granted. At first Russian parents, 
were loud in their endorsement of

[their attitude to these classes. Tho| 
latter agreed (and still agree) as to 
thelr value, and children took a less 
Jenthusiastie stand. Five or six re- 
plied, In 1938 Mrs. Dronnikova again| 
ent " out information on the com-| 
mencement of courses in the Russian| 
language, and got 7 pupils of whom 
2 left ‘before Christmas. It is very 





fdimeult to teach such groups, Mrs.| Ut 


Dronnikova states, as there are older| 
boys who can hardly read and write| 
[Russian and often ean even hardly 
speak it, and -younger children who 
know much more. Often ‘these in- 
structions are impeded by sports, 
‘And in general the fact that the 
Jcourses are not compulsory reacts 
markedly on their attendance. — Not| 
only among pupils but among their| 
parents as well, a serious interest to| 
the question is lacking.

P.W.D. Problem Over Roads 


Restrictions North of Creek Cause New Type Of 
Traffic Using Roads to South, Report Shows 


‘Shanghaj, Mar. 





[ANY problems affecting the roads in the Settlemerit South of 
the Soochow Creek, which arose out of the restrictions 
imposed North of the Creek and the consequent change in the type 


of traffic using the roads to the 


West, are revealed in the report 


of the Commissioner of Public Works which was released yesterday. 
Difficulties due to the inability to obtain stone from the municipal 
quarry and to the shortage of certain essential road-building 


materials hampered work of the 


department, 


After listing the principal activities of the department, the 


report continues :— 

‘The main feature of the year has 
been the development, of the town 
‘owing 10 the long continued restric 
tions ‘North of the Soochow Creel. 

Before ,the hostilities the rood sy: 
tem and ‘the types of road construce 
Hon “had been adapted to a well 
Mabilized ow of the different classes 
‘of tralle, a large part of the heavy. 
Industrial trafic plying between the 
wharves and jetties on the river 
Tront and the factories and godowns 
in the Eastern District. 

For more than a year the restric~ 
tions in this area have diverted almost 
all trame to the roads South of the 
Creek, adding to the congestion there. 

yredhandearts, which do 

much damage to the roads, are os 

‘as before, while the nu 
her of heavy ‘motor freight vehicles 
is 80 per cent, greater than it was 
fore” the hostilities. The sudden 
development of a nev industrial area 
‘West of the Settlement boundary hi 
created a new flow of heavy lorries 
fand handearts and an increased pas- 
frenger transport. service on roads 
Teading West which were never per- 
pared for it, 

‘Although the opening of a new 
route by the foreed completion of tho 
widening of Race Course Road has 
helped to relieve the congestion, the 
Improvement in the roads which the 
heavier “trate requires, has been 
greatly hindered throughout the year 
by dimeulties in obtaining supplies 
of ossential road-making materials. 
Nothing has been ‘received from the 
Quarry, which in a. normal year 
supplies more than 90,000. tons of 
broken stone, and certain Kinds of 
fof sand have been unobtainable, Su 
stitutes, have had to be be found and 
‘adapted (9 the different types of road 
work, Although this has prevented the 
mainienanee of the roads being kept 
up to the usual standard, a new con- 
evete foundation was laid along Ferey, 
‘Sinza, and Seymour Roads to carry 
the now trolley "bus route connecting 
the West end of Ferry Road with the 
French Concession. A similar founda- 
tion Was laid In’ the fully, widened 
Race Course Road. 

Most of the roads in the Northern 
‘ond Enstorn Districts which had been 
obstructed | or damaged during the 
hostilities were cleared of debris and 
made serviceable aj 

‘Tho number of squatters’ huts in- 
side the Settlement at the end of the 
year was 1,296, compared with 4241 
At the outbreak’ of hostilities, a reduce 
Von of over 70 por cent. The growth 
fof new huts due to the refugee 
population was Kept ‘under control, no 
eas than 31,800 new huts being ae- 
molished in the same period. 

‘The new industrial area West of the 
Soltlement boundary was found to 
‘contain 10222 squatiers’ huts, and in 
the “absence “of any elementary 
sanitary measures, the Depart. 
arent ‘undertook regular cleansing 
throughout the area on June 10. Be- 
tween that date and the end of the 
‘year 11,880 tons of garbage and 5,073 
art-loads of ordure wore removed; 
the crooks Were Kept regularly 
cleansed, and 3.3 miles’ of drainage 
ditches were dug: 84 deaths and 2026 
‘corpses were reported to the Health 
Department; 128 ordre kongs were 
Cestroyed: 182 ordure pits were 
fubolished and $96 stagnant pools 
filled. in. 


Increase in Refuse 

‘Thore was a remarkable growth in 
the quantities of house refuse to be 
collected and disposed of, rising from 
“00 tons a day in January to 1,300 
tons a day during the second half of 
the year. his quantity is 30 per cent, 
ureater than before the hostilities. 
‘The prohibition of movement on the 
river at night added to the difeulties 
of disposal, and the motor transport 
‘organization was often kept running 
day and night South of the Soochow 
Creek 

There was a phenomenally high 
rainfall in June; 154 inches, or more! 
than a third of the average annual 
rainfall, fell on eighteen consecutive 
days. in that month, ‘causing floods 
in the Western area which lasted long 
‘enough to damage some of the roads.

Gold Price Reaches 
New High Level 


‘Shanghal, Mar, 6, 

The price of gold in Shanghai has 
svared to on unprecedented mark, 
the latest quotations being $2,200 for 
10 ounces. Foreign banks and peo- 
ple from the north are reported 16 
be buying the metal in large quanti 
ies 

Between March 3 and 4 the 
price rose by $00, ‘commencing at 
$2,160 and rising fo $2,194, with a 
Closing price of $2,200," which was 
$25 lower than the price quoted in 
Tientsin, where the people are sald 
to have accelerated thelr" buying 
because of the new foreign exchange 
‘and currency "regulations ~ brought 
into foree by the provisional regime. 

Another important factor respon 
sible for the increase in price ig the 
recent action taken by the Chungking 
Government, whieh, intends to. buy 
old from the people at a suitable 
market price, In a statement issued 
some time ‘ago, the Government 
‘urged the people to sell thelr gold 
to the Chungking authorities and at 
@ recent meeting in the provisional 
capital the regulations governing the 
procedure were decided upon by the 
Ministry of Finance and the Ministry 
‘of Economics,

Hongkong and Shanghai Bank 


Chairman Surveys Far Eastern Conditions ; Shang- 
hai’s Position Discussed ; Early Mediation Urged 


GPEAKING at the annial mesting of the Hongkong and Shanghai 

Banking Corporation at Hongkong on February 25, Mr. T. E. 
Pearce, Chairman, gave an exhaustive survey of conditions in 
the Far East and’ the effect of the Sino-Japanese hostilities on 
China's trade, concluding with a reference to the general political 
situation. The position of Shanghai was prominently mentioned 
and he underlined the statement of the previous Chairman when 
‘he emphasized the importance of the Powers supporting the present 
Municipal Administration pending a final settlement of the Shang-

Ihave again been converted at 1/2% 
the same as last year. 

‘There is very little to say about the|

fon the other side by about a similar 
inerease in our holding of Hongkong 
Government Certificates of Indebied- 
ness. Among our liabilities current 
‘accounts have increased around $24 
‘millions while fixed deposits have de- 
Jereased $11 millions, while among our 
assets cash has increased $42 millions, 
investments. $20 millions, while loans| 
have decreased $13 millions and bills 
receivable $46 millions.

these headings. T trust you will not 
jee disappointed if T confine my re-| 
marks in the main to generalities and 
Heave untouched or pass but lightly 
lover matters about which you hoped 
Hor stronger words or more detailed 
Jobservations, "I am sure you realize 
how foolish’ it would be for one in 
my position to attempt to enlarge on 
subjects which at the moment are 
[both controversial and of great poli 
eal delicacy. We are, of course, not| 
In the inner confidences of any Gov- 
Jernment, and it is obvious that the 
more T say the more easy will it be 
for misinterpretation to arise. 

British Rights in China 

Our balance sheet and statement of 
account show that in spite of all 
dimeulties we have managed to hold 
Jour own, and the measured optimism 
Jot last year's Chairman has proved to| 
be justifed. But all of us who have 
Ja solid stake in business and trade 
out here are aware how precarious 
Jand changeable the financial and! 
‘economic outlook must inevitably be 
s0 long as the two great neighbouring| 
Eastern countries remain antagonistic. 
[The present conflict has also led to| 
Jan unsatisfactory situation in regard! 
to the maintenance of ‘the “Open 
Door” and British rights and inter- 
ests in China. 

‘There are some who blame our 
Home Government for not taking & 
stronger line of action both here. as 
‘well as in Europe. “I do not, however, 
[Propose to eriticiso British policy. In 
times of international erisis freedom 
Jor speech and freedom of the press| 
hhave their drawbacks, and much harm 
has in my opinion been done in recent| 
times by careless criticisms, rumours 
Jand the publication of unauthenticated 
ews items. I believe that recently 
there has been more controversy at 
home than is wise and desirable about 
Jquestions of foreign relations. At any, 
ate, it is abundantly clear that His| 
Majesty's Government are steadily| 
strengthening the nation, while at the| 
jsame time they are freeing thelr 
hands and thus becoming more pre-| 
pared to face future events without 
Jembarrassing entanglements.  More- 
lover, the Powers most interested in 
{the Far East have made their stand 
clear: that the position of thelr nation-| 
als is governed by the strict obsery-| 
Jance of international obligations such| 
fas the Washington ‘Treaties and other| 
international agreements, the aligra- 
tion of which by unilateral action will 
not be considered. 

‘From the Japanese side there have 




































Japan will respect to the fullest ex- 
tent the rights and interests of the 
JPowers in the occupied areas while 
leaving “the door wide open". Mr. 
Hirota used these last words on 
Janvary 22, 1938 and similar state- 
ments have been, repeated by import-| 
fant Japanese officials on numerous | 
Joceasions. It is, however, impossible| 
{to Feconeile such assurances with the| 
trend of developments in North and 
Central China. Our important stake|

[East naturally makes us very anxious: 
that treaties, agreements and properly 
Jauthenticated statements should mean.

In regard to the currency situation 
jin China, you all know how matters| 
stand; that, as in many other countries, 
the currency has more than one ex- 
change value, the official rate and the| 
‘open. market rate, which varies in 
different. parts of China owing to| 
restrictions on the movements of bank 
notes. Until March the exchange ws 
maintained satisfactorily in Shanghai, 
Jout when the Federal ‘Reserve Bank 
was “formed in North China and 
threatened to undermine the national 
Jcurrency, a system of exchange ration~ 
{ing was Introduced. "This resulted in 
operators obtaining their exchange re- 
Jquirements where they could and 9 
black market” started, which eventu- 
Jally became the normal open market| 
for Shanghai, as distinct trom  the| 
Jelosely rationed ofMcial market. As} 
allotments at the official rate became| 
‘more limited, the open market rate| 
fell away gradually. ‘Thus the dollar| 
jwas at about 10léd. in the middle of 
May.” A month later it was down to| 
8a. and eventually the lowest point of 
‘Tied. was reached early” in August. 
[Support was then forthcoming and. 
soon after the tide turned and the rate 
recovered to around 8isd, Since then

War-time conditions govern the| 
finances of the Chinese Government,

Jed. ‘Perhaps 1 =an sum up the cur- 
Feney and financial situation in China 
by saying that, partly through good 
fortune, but more through. skilful 
management, it hax been kept well in 
hand. 

‘We have watened with anxiety the! 
developments taking place in regard 
to the Chinese Maritime Customs 
‘Administration. Although the so- 
called Angio-Japanese Customs agree- 
ment of last May has not yet been 
endorsed by the Chinese Government, 
We ae sated that it did in fact 
serve a valuable put pose in aiding the| 
Administration to pass eafely through 
& period dangerous to its integrity. 
Weighty reasons have restrained the 
[Chinese Government from putting the| 
agreement into effect, but we are 
sorry that this has not been done,| 
Apart from other things it has meant 
that no foreign loan quotas have been 
remitted from the ports under Japan- 
‘ese control. Moreover, we had hopes 
‘that some similar modus operandi 
might have been applied to other 
Jdificult questions of -international| 
concern, In spite of this the pay: 
ments due on Customs loans were 
Jmaintained without delay or hesitation 
throughout 1938. But early in Jan- 
tuory the Chinese Government event- 
{ually were driven to the decision that 
since @0 per cent. of the Customs 
revenue was out of their hands they: 
Jeould no longer’ bear. the | whole 
burden of finding the equivalent of

future of the Customs loans is bound

T mentioned just now that at oue 
lime we had hopes of the application 
Jef some modus operandi such as the 
[Customs Agreement to other dificult 
Jquestions of international concern, 
‘was thinking of the Salt Administra. 
tion and the railways. When the Salt 
Gabelle was organized, at the time of 
the flotation. of the ' Reorganization 
Loan, there were great hopes that this 
new Administration would act like 
the Customs Administration and, with 
the help of the foreign personnel, in- 
sulate the Salt Revenues, and the 
Toans secured thereon, from local 
disturbances and even ‘more serious 
leventualities. “To a certain extent, the

Government have trom time to time 
effected changes os a result of whicn 
the foreign clement has been unable 
to exert those neutral influences which 
‘We would have wished. ‘The Salt 
Revenues of China remain of great 
importance and are x potential 
security which may be of considerable 
wulue in the eventual rehabilitation 
‘of the “country, if confidence stilt 
fexists in. the administration.

Approximately a century ago, the 
Son’ of Heaven made a gift of the 
round upon which a goodly portion 
of Shanghai's Central Distriet stands 
today, to the British pioneers of that 
day. "It was a malarious swamp on 
which the early settlers, by purchase 
Ing land dug from borrow-pits, raised 
the area above ordinary tide-level, 
rendering i habitable, 

‘The lift of The Son of Heaven wa 
“a place set aside for foreigners. to 
dwell and trade" (or words to that 
effect), It was and is bounded on 
the north by the Soochow Creek, the 
east, by the Hwangpu, the south by 
the 'vang King-pan and on the west, 
after a couple of extensions, by the 
Defence Creek (today ‘Thibet Road.) 

‘These, itmust be clearly understood, 
were and still are the bounds of "The 
English Settlement of Shanghac” and 
‘ag there Is no documentary. evidence 
extant indicating that Britain ever 
relinquished her elaim to at least that 
jortion of the Foreign Settlement, 
fo, English, or British, (probably 
to soothe the susceptibilities of North 
Britons?) it remains today. 

‘This question of correct nomen- 
clature at first sight would appear 
to be of minor importance, but is it?

At T remember rightly, Mr, Smith 
hhimselg made the statement, at the 
time that Mfrs. Harkness secured her. 
first live giant panda and brought it 
to Shanghai, that he had already 
‘spent many years perfecting his plans 
for capturing a living specimen. ‘Is it 
jconceivable, then, that the giant 
panda should have proved so success- 
ful in eluding all these hunters, col- 
ectors and explorers for half a 
century if it had been such a common 

wal as Mr. Smith would now have 
is believe? With 400,000 pandas in 
the Wass country, one would not be 
uble to walk a mile in-any direction 
without meeting several, yet hunter 
after hunter, intent on securing one

‘The truth of the matter is that the 
giant panda actually is «rare animal, 
that there cannot be many of them 
Jeven in the wild and inaccessible 
mountain regions where they are 
mown to occur, and that, with the

[good prices offered for live specimens 
to hunt them mereilessly, this rare 
species is bound to become extinct ii 
the near future if it is not imme- 
diately protected against this whole- 
[sale commercial exploitation. ‘The

Isolationism : 
A Chinese Point of View 


1e Editor of the 
‘Nonmitscrtwa Datty News” 
‘Sin—May I request you to. spare 
space for an expression of opinion in 
fritielsm of isolationism? ‘The two 
‘Anglo-Saxon countries, England and 
‘Ameties, while otherwise maintaining 
some independence of entities, are 
Inseparately interlinked througlt blood 
‘and. cultural affinities, As a highly 
hypothetical case, supposing England 
Was wiped out by the Fascists, all 
Englishmen would probably be able 
In'a short time to dodge the humilia- 
tion of the vanquished by assuming 
American or Canadian nationalities, 
i'Canada could still then enjoy an 
Independent existence as a nation. In - 
other words, these two Anglo-Saxon 
countries are two distinet political 
fotganisms with a common nerve ecn- 
if one should slip, the other 
ld suffer. ‘These were the basic 
and powerful influences at work that 
determined the American policy dut- 
Ing the World War. IU is'a foregone 
‘conclusion that if therd should. be 
another life and death struggle, Wke 
the one of 1914, between the Anglo~ 
Saxons and other races, America in 
the nature of things would not stand 
bby, trrespective of the opposition of 
the isolationist elements who aro now 
undoubtedly swayed by orpantzed 
mala of the enemies who are 
spreading the horrors of war and the 
Untruth that American entry Into the 
War’ was a mistake. Tho only 
chance on the contrary, for America 
fo remain inactive would be that she 
was postive ‘of an Anglo-Saxon vic+ 
(ory ‘without “American assistanee. 

‘What is really astonishing to. the 
independent observers is the miser~ 
able moral collapse of some of her 
best citizens under the pressure of 
organized alien influences, ‘They ptt 
‘op resistanee to such men of UNUSUOL 
quality” and statesmanship as Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, Hull and Pitman, 
whose names will no "doubt past 
down to history alongside those of 
Lineotn, Jefferson and other notable 
leaders’ of men who made history. 
Even Senator Borah whose name was 
sensation in the Orient in 1920-7 
made utterances which suggested 
nothing but extreme intellectual im 
poteney. “These men even go oul of 
their way to interfere with questions 
of naval strategy, ‘The Administra 
tion is so much crippled that in the 
‘words of the President “tho Govern- 
‘ment’ got to commit an act of sabot- 
age to protect “American interests, 
‘They are holding back the Adminis- 
tration from the. plane of \rearma 
ment. The result ‘is that. American 
missions and property are bein 
Domed. or seized; Panay was. sunk;

‘American interests are forced out 
through exchange controls; and her 
protests were thrown back at her.

nd South America, It is only too 
clear that if the other democratic 
powers yot socked, America would 
Facet united and hostile bloe, single- 
handed, os territories Just around the 
corner.’ "Of course the British 
Fearmament has reached such o stage 
that this eventuality is most unlikely: 
but why is the whole lay-out of the 
picture standing out so cleatly to the 
bservers but it Is not so with the 
rainy: isolationists? "T.suppose thay 
are brainy men. Why keep on look. 
ng “upon “these things ay other 
people's chestnuts and fail to know 
that America is a Joint partner, in 
the vesponsibility of propping up the 
present civilization which is Anglo- 
Saxon in essentials?

‘This viewpoint Is all the more im- 
pertant now that Germany finds her-

Carnarvon, he discovered in 1923 the 
tomb of Pharaoh  Tut-AnkheAmen,

edge most important and forgotten 
Period of the world's history. 

‘Shortly after these discoveries, Mr. 
Howard Carter was stricken by a 
serious iliness, from which he never 
completely recovered. ‘This fact, 
coupled with the somewhat mysterious 
deaths of Lord Carnarvon and some 
‘other members of the expedition, 
gave rise to romantic stories about 
the “Pharaoh's curse."

BURMA-YUNNAN ROAD 
BrP. M, fsasc 


Since the dawn of history to the present 
day, the part played by highways of trans 
port and communications has been of great 
importance in the commercial and political 
history of nations, Tt has therefore been the| 
policy of cvery progressive nation of the 
World to Improve and develop the systems 
‘of transport and communications not only 
‘within national boundaries but also with 
other countries of the world, 

Tn recent years, probably, no other high-| 
way in Asia was so much in the limelight as 
the all-weather road from Lashio to Yunnan 
which was opened to traffic on November 10. 
‘The unusual interest in this highway has been 
particularly due to the present hosilites be- 
‘tween China and Japan and the fall of 
‘eastern and. southern. Chinese ports. into| 
‘Japanese hands paralyzing China's foreign| 
trade carried through these .ports. 

|. ‘Tho majority of the vernacular press. in 
Burma have been greatly averse to the 

‘opening of this highway. ‘This antagonisti| 

faltitude of the Burmese press is nothing! 

strange in viow of the fact that for the last 
few years there has been a growing tendency 
fon thelr part to carry on a pro-Japanese 
propaganda. ‘The arguments against this 
now road, from the standpoint of the! 

Burmese press, can be mainly summed up 

Into two, First of al, they fear that a large 

‘number of immigrants from China will rush 

{into Burma the moment this road provides 

facilities for regular traffe and would serious~ 

ly compete with the nationals here. ‘The 

Government of Burma has met this argu 

‘ment by stating unequivocally that, if ever| 

such a tendency for’ immigration ‘were to 

arise, necessary stops would be immediately| 
taken to put a stop to it. The second argu- 
ment against this road is the fear that Burma 

‘would unnecessarily involve herself in the 

Sino-Japanese conflict and that she would 

expose “herself to aerial attack if large 

‘quanititios of arms and ammunition were to| 

pass through her territories. 

If one were to dive deep into the real cause 
of this agitation by the Burmese press one| 
‘would find that there has been a good deal 
fof Japanese influence working for a tong 
timo in Burma. ‘Though it is rather dimeult 
to rely on rumours, yet in recent months 
fone can hear whispers going round that 
Sapanese agents have been secretly fAnancing 
the Burmese press for a pro-Japaneso policy. 
Whether there is any truth or not in these 
rumours, the fact that there are certain 
undercurrents working fora pro-Fopanese 
attitude is indisputable. 

Burma at present has been having so much 
of her own internal political unrest, that the 
lunlonding of large quantities of arms and 
ammunition in Rangoon, to be transported to| 
Yunnan through this new highway, is not 
receiving so much attention by the Burmese 
ress. Whatever may be the attitude of the 
nationals here the new highway is a fait 
‘accompli. ‘The Shan States Federation ha 
fallotted fen lakhs of rupees for the improve- 
ment of the road from Lashio to Kyuhkok, 
a village on the Burma-China border. It i 
confidently hoped that tho economic benefits, 
as a result of this highway, to the Federated 
‘Shan States will be very large in future. 

West China has a population of about 
100,000,000. ‘The Chinese. Government, ac- 
cording to’ reports, "has introduced a ‘fve- 
‘year economic plan to develop West China 
land vast sums of money have been invested 
in now enterprises by leading business men 
to accomplish this. ‘There is a good deal of 
speculation in Burma as to Rangoon becoming 
the Shanghai of the East, if up-to-date 
‘means of transport and" communteations| 
could be established between Burma and 
China across the frontier, both these coun- 
tries. stand to gain economically, with the 
development of China's vast hinterland. In-| 
ustrialization of western China would mean 
importation of highly industrialized goods not 
to mention raw materials and other neces- 
saries from Western countries. Since China's 
‘eastern trade routes have been blocked by 
Japan, Burma will become very important as 
a trade route, 

For many years to come it will not be 
possible to produce these industrialized goods 
in western China itself. Burma also would 
continue to export, as in the past, but in 
large quantities, iron and stee! goods, petro- 
eum, provisions, raw cotton, salt, plecegoods, 
Jade, ivory, betelnuts, euteh, matches, s0ap,| 
candies and most important of all rics. The 
export trade in vice has. great possibilities| 
tor the future. In 1936-38 only about 4,100| 
maunds of husked rice was exported over- 
land to China but this rose to 84,269 maunds 
in 1936-87 and 189,014 maunds in 1937- 
‘The export Mgures for salt also show an in 
creasing tendency year after year and 191,000| 
‘maunds of salt found its way into China| 
‘across the frontier from Burma in 1935-36, 
while for the next two years the amounts 
were 196,000 and 200,000 maunds respectively.

The British Government is accused of| 
having predominantly military and strategic 
‘motives in opening this road as the immediate 
‘economic return may not be commensurate 
‘with the outlay. ‘The present conflict be- 
tween China and Japan is no doubt the cause 
of the sudden opening of this. new route. 
Judging from the enormous cost of construct- 
ing “a road across the mountainous region, 
and the very sparse population, one will be 
tempted to side the critics. Furthermore, a 
Jong road to Yunnan will have many dis 
advantages compared with a railway line| 
when the matter of transporting large quanti- 
ties of goods and freight charges are con-| 
sidered. ‘The construction of a railway route, 
therefore, will be very necessary if the full 
benefits of a rising trade between Burma’ 
‘and West China are to be realized. The! 
Government of China and the Government, 
of, Burma are already co-operating in’ the 
construction of the rail route and they are 
planning to complete this as soon as possible. 

‘Arrangements to send mails to western| 
China by this route have also been already’ 
made, In fact this route may ultimately turn| 
‘Out to be the quickest for sending mails to 
all China and Japan from Europe just as at} 
resent mails’from the west for Burma come 
‘across India, 

‘The Japanese Government has been rather 
‘annoyed at Great Britain’s help to China by 
‘allowing arms and ammunition to be carried 
through Burma. ‘The Japanese Consul in 
Rangoon even went so far as to suggest the 
possibility of aerial attack on Burma. 

‘When peaceful conditions are restored in| 
China, then the whole issue arising out of 
this important highway would be mainly) 
Jooked upon from an economic standpoint, 
But so long as. the conflict between. China 
‘and Japan continues, the political colour will 
oom large. In view of Japan's freedom to 
purchase arms and ammunition from other} 
‘countries to massacre the innocent people of 
China, China also is left free to get what she 
wants through her neighbouring countries 
and Great Britain in this respect, whatever 
her ultimate motives may be.

fon Teaving and continues. it at short intervals 
when ‘on the wing, presumably to indicate i 
position to his feliows, When heard at close 
fquarters....a8 I heard it when a great bird 
Jumped up’ from a low perch almost into my 
face....the call sounds much louder and not 
uuntike the “honk” of a foose. After circling 
round inthe sky to get direction, the birds 
proceed in a westerly direction to the coun- 
try where creeks abound ond there feed on 
fish, ‘frogs, crabs and worms, or any similar 
delicacies which may be avallable, except for 
Worms this sounds like a Club menu, Thelr seien- 
life name, by the way, is Nyeticorax nycticoras:

Nurses’ Hard Case 


At inst it seems as it something| 
tnight be done for the nursing pro- 
fession at least (though this is not 
quite the same thing) a report has| 
Been issued by the Departmental 
Committee, with the Earl of Athlone 
fs chairman, sot up to inquire into| 
the ‘nurses’ grievances 19 months ago, 
which is wholly in their favour and 
fully explains why girls begin to be 
0 disinclined to become nurses. In 
general the Committee find that 
Durses are underpaid and overwork- 
ed, that their prospects when they 
gel past working are nil, that in 
‘niany instances their personal liberty 
{8 intolerably restricted, and they live| 
under almost Prussian ‘discipline. 

‘One hospital was found in which,| 
by one of the regulations, nurses and 
probationers must give unquestioning| 
submission to sisters, not answering| 
‘back no matter what the provocation. | 
Tn onother largo hospital, says the 
report, “nurses are still liable to have 
thelr chests of drawers’and cupboards 
inspected, at any -moment without 
warning.” Salaries range from £150 
fa year for a fully trained nurse (but 
this appears exceptional, the highest 
pay given by the LCC. being £125) 
fo as low as £17. 108 

‘The Committce's recommendations| 
inelude abolition of merely vexatious 
rules, better pay, belter food, four 
weeks’ holiday annually on full pay, 
‘and pensions. How far these will be| 
carried out remains to be seen. The 
Ast reaction of the hospitals will 
probably be that they cannot afford 
Them, Alternatively they won't get 
the probationers. So In the end the 
reforms will be passed on as usual 
for «the public to pay. But I don't 
think the public would grudge doing 
se, for a hospital nurse stands in a 
‘special position and deserves well.
